80 planes cen be parked at the field, which is capable of handling heavy bombers. 


Sines 20 February approximately 10,000 civilian laborers, supervised by 8 
Soviets, have beenrepairing md expanding an old airfield on the outskirts of 
Chtsoan (116-37, 23-42). The Soviets are billeted at Hsi Hu ( 244 ) Middle 
School, in Ch'aoa. 


Tayingsh ai (Ay ) Mrfield, in the Haik'ou (110-20, 20-03) area, Hainan, is 
a training center for airplane mechanics and radio operators. - Mechenie~tralnees 
are selected from members of the Hainan Column at Ch'iungchou (210-21, 20-02) 
or from members of thc Ch'iungchou Mechanics Labor Union. Most of the radio 
operator—trainses are recent gratuales of Ch'iungchou Middle School. 


The monthly pay of plme crew personnel, including CCAF pilots, in the Ch'iungehouw 
area ranges from JMP 2,000,000 to JMP 2,500,000, and that of ground crew personnel 
from JUP 1,000,000 to JMP 1,500,000. In addition, all personnel receive an 
amount of food, including rice, salt, and edible oil. 


On 3 March 22 Chinese Commmist MIG-15's flew training missions out of Liaoyang

In wid-February the widening of runways at Chtuchiang (113-33, 24-50) Airfield 
was completed, Approximately 0 CCAP end 10 Soviet personnel are at the field, 
which is now capeble of handling transport planes. There are two underground 
depots at the south end of the field. 


Reconstruction is being rushed at Ushsiang (118-1), 2h-hO) Airfield. 
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
